The  Emerson  cross  country  team  ended  their  season 
on  a strong  note  with  a second  place  finish  in  the 
GNAC  championship  meet.  Their  overall  record  was 
31-18,  and  all  runners  set  personal  best  times  in  the 
5K.  For  the  third  consecutive  season  Katrina  Kozarek 
'03  was  the  league  MVP,  winning  every  race  she 
competed  in  the  regular  season.  Vanessa  Smith  '06 
was  also  praised  for  being  an  outstanding  conference 
all-star. 


The  women's  volleyball  team  finished  the  season  with  a 14-8 
overall  record  and  a second  consecutive  qualification  to  the 
GNAC  Championship  Tournament.  Emerson  College  volleyball 
players  Maribeth  Balon  '05  (Lincoln,  Rl)  and  Kelly  Hogan  '07 
(Salem,  NH)  have  been  named  to  the  2003  Great  Northeast 
Athletic  Conference  Women's  Volleyball  All-League  Team.  Balon, 
a second-team  selection,  was  the  Lion's  top  hitter  in  2003, 
leading  the  team  in  kills  (132)  and  hitting  percentage  (.250),  a 
statistic  in  which  she  ranked  fourth  in  the  conference.
